We write to alert you to the urgent issue of pesticides contaminated with per- and polyflucroalkyl substances {"PFAS”), toxic
“forever chemicals.” Recent tests conducted by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (‘EPA”) and Public Employees
for Environmental Responsibility (‘PEER”) have shown alarmingly high concentrations of PFAS in pesticide products
registered and used in Vermont.

We ask that the State of Vermont take action immediately as outlined in the attached letter to address these serious
concerns.

CLF and PEER also request a meeting with you to discuss.
